Hunted and chased through the 


United States, Floyd met his death 
while seeking to gain his favorite 
refuge—a woods. Three bullets from 
the guns of a squad of eight de- 
partment of justice agents and local 
police officers coursed through his 
body while he raced through a corn 
field on an isolated farm about 1C 
miles from here. 


"Mother Best Friend 


Three tell-tale shots wiped out 


another menace to society—a hood- 
lum who was wanted for many mur- 
ders, the chief of which was the 
Kansas City massacre in which five 
persons were killed. 
They also re- 


vived the oft-repeated saying: "A 
boy's best friend is his-mother." • 
• 


Except for the curious who had a 


glimpse of the once feared desper- 
ado, the first person who came to 
Floyd in death was his mother, Mrs 
Walter Floyd, of Salisaw, Okla.

Three bullets from 
the guns of a squad of eight de- 
partment of justice agents and local 
police officers coursed through his 
body while he raced through a corn 
field on an isolated farm about 10 
miles from here. 


"Mother Best Friend" 


Three tell-tale shots wiped out 


another menace to society—a hood- 
lum who was wanted for many mur- 
ders, the chief of which was the 
Kansas City massacre in which five 
persons were killed.

vived the oft-repeated saying: "A 
boy's best Iriend is his-mother." '- • 
Except lor the curious -who had a 


glimpse of the once feared desper- 
ado, the first person who came to 
Floyd in death was his mother, Mrs.

Thirteen Burials Are Re- 


vealed By Work Of Ex- 


pedition Recently 


RELICS ARE FOUND 


ALONG WITH BONES 


(TnternaLional News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Oct. 23. — 


Discovery of 13 Indian burials 
•wilhin the city limits of Erie 
•was reported today by Donald 
A. Cadzow, state archaeologist 
heading the Pennsylvania His- 
torical commission's expedition 
to uncover early Indian history 
in Pennsylvania. 
The fragile bones and other ar- 


ticles found in the burials were un- 
covered along East 28th Street. With 
but one exception, the burials were 
identified as "long heads" said to 
be Iroquois. The exception was the 
head of medium length, believed the 
result of Algonkian infusion. 


Crowd Watches Work 


In reporting the find, D.-. Cadzow 


said: 
"Excavation of the burial sits was 


conducted under great difficulty. As 
high as 500 people gathered at the 
spot at one time to watch the pro- 
cess of careful removal of the fragile 
bones and the various articles found 
In the graves. The party found a 
number of glass trade beads, strips 
of copper, and two rattles made of 
copper sheets. These indicate that 
the burials were made since early 
white traders found their way into 
the Indian country. 


"Among other things, a knife with 


a wooden handle was found 
to- 


gether with fragments of beaver 
akin, a basket and several leather 
thongs. Six complete pottery ves- 
sels and many shell ornaments were 
found. A turtle shell cup and 
a 


quantity of red ochre used as face 
paint were also located." 


Dr. CadEow said he believed the 


burials were those of the Cat Nation, 
U Isolated Iroquois tribe which was 
exterminated by the five nations in 
1654.

shed. I saw the man running up a 
hill in the rear, and shouted to him 
to halt. He Kept going, darting to 
the left and right, trying to make 
the crest of the hill.

Then I knelt down, took aim at him,, 
and began firing. At the same time, 
I heard shots from the other offi- 
cers whistling over my head.

.45 automatics out from under his 
belt. 


He was conscious, but I didn't

Discovery of 13 Indian burials 
w ithin the city lim its of Erie 
was reported today by Donald 
A. Cadzow, state archaeologist 
heading the Pennsylvania His­ 
torical commission’s expedition 
to uncover early Indian history 
in Pennsylvania. 
The fragile bones and other a r­ 
ticles found in the burials were un­ 
covered along East 28th Street. W ith 
but one exception, the burials were 
identified as “long heads” said to 
be Iroquois. The exception was the 
head of medium length, believed the 
result of Algonkian infusion. 
Crowd W atches Work 
In reporting the find, D .\ Cadzow j 
said: 
“Excavation of the burial sits was | 
conducted under great difficulty. As ; 
high as 500 people gathered at the i 
spot a t one tim e to watch the pro- I 
cess of careful removal of the fragile 
bones and the various articles found 
in th e graves. The party found a 
num ber of glass trade beads, strips 
of copper, and two rattles made of 
copper sheets. These indicate th at 
the burials were m ade since early 
w hite traders found their way into 
the Indian country. 
“Among other things, a knife with 
a wooden handle was found 
to ­ 
gether with fragm ents of beaver 
skin, a basket and several leather 
thongs. Six complete pottery ves­ 
sels and m any shell ornam ents were 
found. A turtle shell cup and 
a 
quantity of red ochre used as face 
paint were also located.” 
Dr. Cadzow said he believed the 
burials were those of the C at Nation, 
ftp isolated Iroquois tribe which was 
««term inated by the five nations in 
1654.

Discovery of 13 Indian burials 
•within the city limits of Eric 
was reported today by Donald 
A. Cadzow, state archaeologist 
heading the Pennsylvania His- 
torical commission's expedition 
to uncover early Indian history 
in Pennsylvania. 
The fragile bones and other ar- 


ticles found in the burials were un- 
covered along East 28th Street. With 
but one exception, the burials were 
identified as "long heads" said to 
be Iroquois. The exception was the 
head of medium length, believed the 
result of Algonkian infusion. 


Crowd Watches Work 


In reporting the find, D.-. Cadzow 


said: 


"Excavation of the burial sits was 


conducted under great difficulty. As 
high as 500 people gathered at the 
spot at one time to watch the pro- 
cess of careful removal of the fragile 
bones and the various articles found 
in the graves. The party found a 
number of glass trade beads, strips 
of copper, and two rattles made of 
copper sheets. These indicate that 
the burials were made since early 
•white traders found their way into 
the Indian country. 


"Among other things, a knife with 


a wooden handle was found 
to- 


gether with fragments of beaver 
akin, a basket and several leather 
thongs. Six complete pottery ves- 
sels and many shell ornaments were 
found. A turtle shell cup and 
a 


quantity of red ochre used as face 
paint were also located." 


Dr. Cadzow said he believed the 


burials were those of the Cat Nation. 
Ml Isolated Iroquois tribe which was 
Wtterminated by the five nations in 
1654.

"The killing of Charles Arthur 


(Pretty Boy)' Floyd brings to a close 
many months of relentless search 
and effort on the part of the de- 
partment of justice division of the 
investigation," 
Purvis commented 


after the killing. 


"Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, head of 


the division, was particularly an- 
xious, as were we all to bring about 
the apprehension of Floyd and sim- 
ilar hoodlums. 


"We were particularly interested 


in bringing about the apprehension 
of Floyd because he killed one of 
our agents on June 17, 1933."

Often the things left unsaid cre- 
ates the impression. 


Oral lies are not the only lies. 
There is little protection from the 


one who does not tell all the truth 
that might be told in certain cir- 
cumstances. 


Some call this "diplomacy." 
I£ it is, it is a poor kind of diplo- 


macy. 


One need not be blunt and offen- 


sive and tell the truth. 


It is possible to tell the whole 


truth in a manner that will leave 
no misunderstanding and no hard 
feelinE. 


But there are some people so con- 


stituted that they cannot express 
themselves truthfully without of- 
fending. They sometimes tell such 
bad lies in their efforts to cover up 
that none is deceived. 


Of course, there are times when it 


is not necessary to tell all the truth. 


We read that Dr. Robert F_ Mehl, who first suggested the -use of 


rays emitted by radium for use in "seeing" defects in steel cast- 


Ings, has been awarded the John Scott medal and a $1,000 premium from 
the Philadelphia Board of City Trust for his scientific contributions. 


The average reader passes over the announcement without further 


thought, convinced that "just another" experimenter has been honored 
lor.the success of his work. The name is not remembered and the con- 
tribution soon forgotten. 


But it is the average reader, in addition to the scientific fraternity, 


*'ho should rightfully pay tribute to Dr. Mehl. The medal that he re- 
ceived has been conferred upon such wizards of science as Edison, 
Madame Curie, Orville Wright, Deforest, Marconi and Dr. Frank Con- 
rad of radio fame. It is a distinct honor and conferred in recognition by 
scientists of the recipient's valued services to society. 


But members of society,~butside of the group of scientists, must j 


not ignore this contribution which may mean so much in their everyday 
life and to the safety of themselves, their friends and relations. When 
•W3 realize the part steel castings play in our lives, our utter dependence 
fcpon them, we comprehend the value of a more accurate method of 
"seeing" the defects, such as that contributed by Dr. Mehl. Our industrial 
Jnachines, our methods of transportation, our very buildings are depend- 
%nt upon the strength and durability of their many component parts cast 
W steel. Our hourly safety rests upon the confidence and security we 
lean place in the work of others—a work about which we know very lit- 
tle or nothing at all. 


Dr. Mehl developed "augamma torch" methods of detecting de- 


lects in steel castings which are used with x-ray photographic films. 
JThe method is now used extensively. 


A VIRGINIA CONTRIBUTION TO CULTURE 


Second in age only to Harvard among American educational in- 


stitutions, it -was highly appropriate that the nineteenth president of Wil- 
liam and Mary College should have been installed coincidently with the 
Completed restoration of Williamsburg to its colonial atmosphere. It was

One of these dogs (a female) was 


observed at her work 
Keeping a 


steady pull on the handle held in 
the master's left hand, she guided 
him.. unerringly 
through 
traffic, 


avoiding pedestrians or other ob- i 
stacles in her path. At curbs or steps ! 
she sat close at the edge that she j 
could be found with the master's j 
foot or cane, and did not proceed to, 
cross until the street was clear.

She knew the commands "Left," I 
"Right" and "Forward" by which j 
the master directed her to his des- 
tination, he having first ascertain- I 
ed its location in direction and dis- 
tance from the starting point. 


The secret of why the dog could 


do all this is that she 
was not 


trained, but rather "educated."..., 
taught to draw proper conclusions 
by herself, acting on her own initi- 
ative. There will be times when she 
must, for safetly, 
disobey 
rather 


than obey. Before working with her 
blind master, the dog has success- 
fully completed her "college" edu- 
cation 
and 
passed 
examinations 


with perfect grades. 


She is then allowed to pick her 


own master from the class of blind 
students entering the school known 
as the "Seeing Eye" at Morristown, 
New Jersey, for exercises and train- 
ing. 


The dog and master together un- 


dergo a course of four weeks' train- 
ing designed more toward instruc- 
tion of the master than the dog. Ex- 
ercises about the school grStmds 
having been mastered 
thoroughly, 


problems in the field are attempted 
through the traffic laden streets of 
the city of Morristown. 
With the new physical freedom to 


the blind, bringing additional bodily 
exercise, quickened pace and greater 
activity,, has come better health. Re- 
juvenation of morale is even more 
pronounced.

We read that Dr. Robert E. Mehl, who first suggested the -use of 


rays emitted by radium for use in "seeing" defects in steel cast- 


Ings, has been awarded the John Scott medal and a 31,000 premium from 
the Philadelphia Board of City Trust for his scientific contributions. 


The average reader passes over the announcement without further 


thought, convinced that "just another" experimentc-r has been honored 
lor .the success of his work. The name is not remembered and the con- 
tribution soon forgotten. 


But it is the average reader, in addition to the scientific fraternity, 


who should rightfully pay tribute to Dr. Mehl. The medal that he re- 
ceived has been conferred upon such wizards of science as Edison, 
Madame Curie, Orville Wright, Deforest, Marconi and Dr. Frank Con- 
rad of radio fame. It is a distinct honor and conferred in recognition by 
scientists of the recipient's valued services to society. 


But members of society, "outside of the group of scientists, must 


rot ignore this contribution which may mean so much in their everyday 
life and to the safety of themselves, their friends and relations. When 
U'e realize the part steel castings play in our lives, our utter dependence 
Upon them, we comprehend the value of a more accurate method of 
"seeing" the defects, such as that contributed by Dr. Mehl. Our industrial 
Jnachines, our methods of transportation, our very buildings are depend- 
fent upon the strength and durability of their many component parts cast 
of steel.

STRATOSPHERE 


IS UNDER WAY

eastward in the sealed gondola of 
their stratosphere 
balloon today, 


hoping to attain an altitude of 11 
miles. . 
The Piccards took off into a 


smoky, lowering sky shortly after 
dawn this morning. 
They were 


seeking the answers to the newest 
riddle of science—the nature- and 
origin of that mysterious form of 
energy known as the Cosmis Ray. 
Eleven miles up, with nine-tenths 
of the atmosphere below him, Pro- 
fessor Piccard hoped to be able to 
observe the mysterious rays almost 
without interference from the earth's 
envelope of air. 
His observations may determine 


whether the. rays come from outer 
space, and constitute the "life force" 
of .the universe; or whether they 
originate in the earth itself. 
Professor Piccard was in charge 


of the delicate instruments which 
filled the cramped, brightly lighted 
Interior of the airtight gondola. Mrs. 
Piccard, slender, attractive mother 
of three young sons, acted as pilot 
of the balloon. 
Prevailing winds ot the takeoff 


were south by southeast, indicating 
that the huge balloon would prob- 
ably drift across Lake Erie, and the 
states of Ohio and Pennsylvania, to 
land somewhere in the vicinity of 
Baltimore or Philadelphia. 
Its es- 
timated drifting speed was 50 miles 
per hour. 
Shortly before 8 a. m. Mrs. Pic- 
card sent her first message on the 
short wave radio carried by the bal- 
loon. The message was: 
"Eight thousand feet up and all's 


well."

local government," Prof. R. G. Leslie, 
school principal here, told the Ro- 
tary club on Monday that "public 
schools arc threatened with a break- 
down." 
.."In 1833, the struggle of public 
education was for existence," Prin- 
cipal Leslie asserted as he concluded 
his frank, half-hour discourse on 
"Tax Problems," "but today, when 
public education is fundamental to 
the existence of our free govern- 
ment, 
the' public 
schools 
are 


threatened with a breakdown." 


Mr. Leslie spoke at The Castle- 


ton. 
He was introduced by Ray S. 


Tannehill, program chairman of the 
club. 


Serious Situation Nears 


"Public 
education," 
said 
the 


schoolman, "faces a serious situa- 
tion in the legislature which will 


convene within the next few months. 
Many important issues must be dealt 
with by its members. None will be 
more important than those affecting 
public education. 


"Tremendous pressure 
will 
be 


brought to bear on every member 
to reduce taxes or shift tax burdens 
or both. 
The non-aggressive and 


non-resisting groups, irrespective of 
the merits of their cause, 
will be 


sacrificed on the altar of expediency. 
Undoubtedly, the financial demands 
on the legislature by a host of 
agencies will exceed the visible sup- 
ply of revenue even if new sources 
are made available. The 'borrowing' 
of the legislature at 
the 
recent 


special session has merely stored up 
additional financial woes." 


Calling upon the friends of edu- 


cation and believers in democracy 
"to be on the alert as they have 
never had to be in the past in order 
to preserve unimpaired this essential 
tool ol democracy," Prof. Leslie let 
it be known that "there is an enemy 
within the gate." 


He declared that there are those 


in the land who arc taking advan- 
tage of "economic strain and stress 
under which we have been suffer- 
ing to dim the light that has guided 
our course since pioneer days." He 
said "those who thus 
counsel us 


would turn back the clock for more 
than 100 years." 


The Rotarians heard Mr. Leslie 


quote figures to support his claim 
that, while the public gets the oppo- 
site impression, elementary and high 
schools receive little more than half 
of the amount appropriated for edu- 
cation.

matter of eliminating "needless ser- 
vices," the saving from which would 
be applied to further public educa- 
tion. 


"There are many who see in our 


present set up of local government 
much duplication and waste and 
who believe that along with a thor- 
ough revision of 
our tax 
system 


should be a reorganization of -our 
local government. 


"Lawrence county Is one of the 


smaller counties ol the state, yet 
the governmental units outside of 
New Castle consist of 17 townships, 
seven boroughs and two-independent 
school districts, all of which must 
be officered. This requires close to 
700 officials, most of 
whom 
are 


paid for their services. Larger units 
of local government are recommend- 
ed by those who have studied this 
matter. 


"According to reliable figures a 


reduction in the number of third 
and fourth school districts in this 
state would effect a saving of $6,- 
300,000 per year. This reduction in 
the number of third and fourth 
class school districts would, as many 
believe, make for better schools at 
a reduced cost. 


"New Castle, with 11,000 pupils, 


is officered by a school board con- 
sisting of nine members. In the 
school districts outside of New Cas- 
tle, with a combined enrollment of 
less than New Castle, there are 26 
school boards with' a total of 130 
school directors. 


Cites Conditions 


Principal Leslie asked Rotary If 


the fact that only 59 per cent of the 
past school year's school taxes have 
been paid can be taken "as a neces- 
sary situation or do the people of 
New O.stle fail to appreciate the 
importance of public schools?" He 
said this lax represents the lowest 
of any district of our class In the 
state. On June 1, when 59 per cent 
of the taxes had been paid, Easton 
had collected 90 per cent. 


"The assessed valuation here has 


been reduced $6.000,000;" he 
said. 


"The 
non - taxable 
real 
estate 


amounts to almost $8,000,000. The 
assessed valuation Is $46,295,520. The 
decrease in valuation and the non- 
taxable real estate is practically 30 
per cent of the assessed valuation. 
With a reduction in the millage, a 
reduction in the assessed valuation, 
a great amount of non-taxable real 
estate, and a large percentage of 
taxes uncollected, the school district 
finds it almost impossible to main- 
tain 
a 
reasonable 
standard of 


schools.

After speaking upon the school 


and local tax problems, the school 
principal, noted as a student of tax 
problems, advanced these six prob- 
lems concerning . taxes which now 
face us:Problems Now Present 


First, a lack ol constructive think- 


ing on the subject; second, a need 
fov the breaking down of a lot of 
prejudice so that question can be 
approached In an 
open-minded, 


constructive manner; third, an ap- 
preciation of ihe necessity for taxes 
and an appreciation of the benefits 
derived from taxes; fourth, unless 
there is a thorough-going scientific 
revision of our .tax system, Penn- 
sylvania's public school system will 
break down; filth, the public schools 
are in the last analysis the most 
fundamental of all tax supported 
institutions, and sixth, without the 
help of the Rotary club and other 
service 
organizations 
the

schools will fare badly In the com- 
ing legislature.

threatened with a breakdown." 


Mr. Leslie spoke at The Castle- 


ton. 
He was introduced by Ray S. 


Tarmehill, program chairman of the 
club. 


Serious Situation Nears 


"Public 
education," 
said 
the 


schoolman, "faces a serious situa- 
tion in the legislature which will 


convene within the next few months. 
Many important issues must be dealt 
with by its members. None will be 
more important than those affecting 
public education. 


"Tremendous pressure 
will 
be 


brought to bear on every member 
to reduce taxes or shift tax burdens 
or both. 
The non-aggressive and 


non-resisting groups, irrespective of 
the merits of their cause, will be 
sacrificed on the altar of expediency. 
Undoubtedly, the financial demands 
on the legislature by a host of 
agencies will exceed the visible sup- j 
ply of revenue even if new sources j 
are made available. The 'borrowing'; 
of the legislature at 
the 
recent i 


special session has merely stored up 
additional financial woes." 


Calling upon the friends of edu- 


cation and believers in democracy 
"to be on the alert as they 
have 


never had to be in the past in order 
to preserve unimpaired this essential 
tool of democracy," Prof. Leslie let 
it be known that "there is an enemy 
within the gate." 


He declared that there are those 


in the land who are taking advan- 
tage of "economic strain and stress 
under which we have been suffer- 
ing to dim the light that has guided 
our course since pioneer days." He 
said "those who thus counsel us 
would turn back the clock for more 
than 100 years."

smaller counties of the state, yet 
the governmental units outside of 
New Castle consist of 17 townships, 
seven boroughs and two independent 
school districts, all of which must 
be officered.

Larger units 
of local government are recommend- 
ed by those who have studied this 
matter.

Principal Leslie asked Rotary if 


the fact that only 59 per cent of the 
past school year's school taxes have 
been paid can be taken "as a neces- 
sary situation or do the people of

the present standard in our schools." 


In short, he said teachers have 


assumed maximum teaching loads, 
supervisors of special subjects have 
been 
dropped, 
expenditures 
for 


books and other supplies curtailed 
and because of it "the schools are 
operating on a margin of safety so 
narrow 
that 
without 
additional 


revenue to that now available a 
breakdown is but a matter of time.1' 


Mr. Leslie cautioned that a break- 


down in the schools would be fatal 
to representative government. 


After speaking upon the school 


and local tax problems, the school 
principal, noted as a student of tax 
problems, advanced these six prob- 
lems concerning taxes which now 
face us: 


Problems Now Present 


First, a lack of constructive think- 


ing on the subject; second, a need 
for the breaking down of a lot of 
prejudice so that question can be 
approached in an 
open-minded, 


constructive manner; third, an ap- 
preciation of the necessity for taxes 
and an appreciation of the benefits 
derived from taxes; fourth, unless 
there is a thorough-going scientific 
revision of our .tax system, Penn- 
sylvania's public school system will 
break down; fifth, the public schools 
are in the last analysis the most 
fundamental of all tax supported 
institutions, and sixth, without the 
help of the Rotary club and other 
seiTice 
organizations 
the 
public 


schools will fare badly in the com- 
ing legislature.

Unless Hauptmann Is a complete 


moron, which appears not to be the 
case, -would he have spent his crimi- 
nal gains in. a manner certain to 
lead to detection?

Lindbergh 
recall* a re- 


semblance between Hauptmann's 
voice and that of the unseen man 
that received the ransom money. 
Hauptmann speaks with a German 
accent. 
Fisch, also, spoke with a German 


accent. Might it not be hard to dis- 
tinguish with certainty between two 
such accents after a lapse of years? 


PRAISING Mr. Rockefeller's

When the "Jack the Ripper" 
murders occurred in London, the 
murderer never being caught, In- 
spector Byrnes, forceful head of 
New York's police at that time, said 
o this writer: 


"If anything- like that hap- 


pened in New York, we'd hang- 
somebody." 
A similar case did happen in New 


York, and as a compromise some 
lalf-demented creature went to the 
asylum for criminal insane. 


The thing is not to "hang some- 


body," but to identify the actual 
criminal, dead or alive. By the way, 
Richard Harding Davis, then a re- 
porter, wrote an excellent report of 
the sordid, shocking slum-murder.
